Report finds deficiencies in Martin County office

FRANKFORT - Kentucky State Auditor 
Adam Edelen released the audit of the Martin 
County Clerk’s 2012 financial statement in 
which several deficiencies were found, some 
of which were turned over to the Kentucky 
State Police for further investigation. 

The audit. Released Monday, also said 
Martin County Clerk Carol Sue Mills wrote a 
personal check to pay more than $25,000 
toward a deficit. 



The audit said that Mills collected delin- 
quent taxes in accordance with KRS 134.126, 
but that she didn’t remit all delinquent tax pay- 
ments to the appropriate districts. 

The audit said the state is due $1,133; the 
county, $994; the school district, $4,455; the 
library, $740; the health department, $304; the 
extension district, $316; the city of Inez, $110; 
the sheriff, $711; and the county attorney 
$1,716 for delinquent taxes for calendar year 
2012. 

The audit recommended that Mills pay 
$10,479 to the taxing districts. 

“On October 28-29, 2013, checks were 



prepared and remitted to the above mentioned 
entities for delinquent property taxes owed to 
them,” Mills said in her response. 

Auditors said in the audit report that the 
county clerk should prohibit the practice of 
cashing checks from office funds and noted 
during their audit that personal checks and/or 
third-party checks were cashed from the clerk’s 
official bank account. 

“When this occurs, the receipts deposited 
do not agree with the original form of cash and 
checks received by the clerk’s office for daily 
collections,” the audit said. “Furthermore, the 
practice of cashing checks whether personal or 



third party should have been prohibited as such 
unrelated receipt transactions distorts the cash 
audit trail.” 

Mill said in her response, “The practice of 
cashing personal and third party checks is now 
strictly prohibited. Deposits are made intact 
from cash and checks received for daily collec- 
tion by the County Clerk’s Office.” 

The audit also said Mills had $2,682 in 
disallowed expenditures. 

“The clerk paid $2,682 to individuals as 
contract laborers for office repairs, election 
duties and other miscellaneous jobs,” the audit 
said. “After reviewing the clerk’s records, we 
found that she did not maintain any supporting

Plea deal 
reached in 
federal 
fraud case

PIKEVILLE - With their trial 
set to begin Monday, one of four 
defendants in a Social Security 
fraud case involving the former 
mayor of Martin will apparently 
plead guilty Friday. 

Ginger Michelle Halbert’s attor- 
ney filed a motion for rearraignment 
last week, indicating that she has 
reached a plea agreement with fed- 
eral prosecutors. 

Halbert, 42, a volunteer city 
employee; former Martin Mayor 
Ruth Thomasine Robinson, 69; her 
daughter, Rita Christine Whicker, 
42, who formerly directed the Mar- 
tin Community Center; and Ethel 
Lee Clouse, 68, the city bookkeeper 
were indicted last October. They are 
charged with conspiracy to defraud 
the SSA, theft of Social Security 
disability benefits and aggravated 
identity theft. 

Halbert, Whicker and Robinson 
were also charged with misappropri- 
ating money from a federal pro- 
gram. 

Halbert is additionally charged 
with failure to report her employ- 
ment earnings to the SSA. 

According to the indictment, 
from 2006 until January 2013, Hal- 
bert, who purportedly worked on a 
volunteer basis, was secretly paid 
with federal funds that were primar- 
ily intended for the Martin Commu-

PIKEVILLE — A Virginia man 
was named in a two-count indict- 
ment issued Feb. 6 by a federal 
grand jury on child pornography 
charges originating in Floyd County. 

Earnest Bradley Hall, 43, of 
Bristol, Va., is charged with receipt 
and possession of child pornogra- 
phy. 

The indictment alleges that on 
July 13, 2013, in Floyd County, Hall 
received “a visual depiction using a 
means and facility of interstate and 
foreign commerce, and the produc- 
tion of said visual depiction involved 
the use of a minor engaged in sexu-

State test scores up at some 
schools, down at others

FRANKFORT — Scores on state EXPLORE and 
PLAN tests increased in some schools and decreased at 
other schools in the Big Sandy region during the 2013- 
14 school year, according to results released Friday. 

The EXPLORE test is administered to all public 
eighth-grade students while the PLAN test is given to 
all lOth-grade students. 

EXPLORE “provides an early indicator of readi- 
ness for college, provides important information for 
building a high school academic plan and helps stu- 
dents identify careers in which they might be interest- 



ed,” according to a Kentucky Department of Education 
press release. 

The PLAN test “serves as the midpoint check of 
academic progress in high school,” the press release 
said, and is “designed to improve students’ preparation 
for education, training and work after high school 
while students still have time to adjust their high school 
courses.” 

EXPLORE composite scores in the Lawrence 
County School District increased from 15.1 to 15.4. 
Scores at Blaine Elementary rose from 14.4 to 15.1 and 
increased from 15 to 15.5 at Louisa Middle School. 

Scores at Fallsburg Elementary dropped from 16.3

Services held for legendary Paintsville coach 



PAINTSVILLE - Legendary 
Paintsville High School football 
coach Walter J. Brugh died Tues- 
day night, Feb. 11. He was 87. 

One of the Kentucky high 
school football’s winningest head 
coaches, Brugh made a positive 
impact on the lives of others 
throughout his own life. He served 
as head coach of the Paintsville 
High School football program for 
39 years. 

Hundreds of former players 
and fellow coaches turned out to 
pay their respects to the man 
known to many as “The Blue Leg- 



end” in Paintsville. 

Legendary running back Mike 
Minix Sr., who earned the nick- 
name “The Missile” and ranked as 
one of the nation’s top high school 
football players during his high 
school career before playing for 
the University of Kentucky, paid 
his respects. Like many, Minix 
also expressed his gratitude for 
Brugh via social media. 

“Coach Brugh had more influ- 
ence on young men and women in 
Paintsville, Johnson County and 
the surrounding community than 
any other individual during the 



second half of the 20th Century,” 
Minix posted via Facebook. 

Brugh, who played football, 
basketball and baseball for Paints- 
ville during the 1940s, joined the 
Paintsville football coaching staff 
as an assistant in the early 1950s. 
He took over as head coach of the 
Paintsville football program in 
1956 and guided the Tigers on the 
gridiron through the 1994 season. 
At the time of his retirement, 
Brugh was the state’s all-time win- 
ningest football coach with a 
career record of 280-136-5. 

Under Brugh’s guidance. 



Paintsville became a small- school 
football powerhouse. Two of 
Brugh’s Paintsville football teams 
finished runner-up in the state. 

In 1978, Fort Campbell edged 
Paintsville 15-13 after a field goal 
hit one of the uprights and went 
through. 

Paintsville moved ahead of 
Crittenden County 6-0 in the 1985 
championship game but gave up 
14 unanswered points to lose 14-6. 

Brugh averaged more than sev-

documentation and there was 
no evidence of actual work 
performed.” 

Auditors referred the mat- 
ter to the Kentucky State 
Police for further investiga- 
tion and said that Mills should 
deposit personal funds in the 
amount of $2,682 for the dis- 
allowed expenditures. 

In response, Mills said she 
deposited funds in the 2012 
fee account on Oct. 24, 2013, 
to cover the disallowed expen- 
ditures. She also said that pay- 
ments are now only made 
when there is adequate docu- 
mentation provided. 

The audit noted that the 
county clerk’s office lacks 
adequate segregation of duties 
and said that if it is due to a 
limited number of staff, the 
county clerk should provide 
oversight. The audit recom- 
mended that she immediately 
implement controls and over- 
sight over the financial activi- 
ties of her office to ensure 
errors are prevented or detect- 
ed in a timely manner. 

Mills said in her response 
that financial activities are 
now assigned to several 
employees in order to segre- 
gate duties. She added that 
she will now ensure oversight 
by randomly reviewing daily, 
monthly and quarterly reports. 

The audit also said Mills 
didn’t reconcile bank state- 
ments on a monthly basis and 
that the 2012 fee account 
wasn’t reconciled timely from 
January 2012 through June 
2012. 

“When reconciliations 
were prepared, they only 



reflected the ledger balance, 
not the actual bank balance as 
of the reconciliation date,” the 
audit said. “This lack of con- 
trol over reconciliations 
increases the risk that errors 
may occur and go undetected. 
Furthermore when accurate 
reconciled balances are not 
reported, expenditures in 
excess of receipts may occur. 

The audit recommended 
that Mills reconcile bank 
statements monthly to the led- 
gers and/or financial state- 
ments. 

In response. Mills said: 
“All bank statements are now 
reconciled to ledgers and 
financial statements monthly. 
The county clerk will review 
randomly.” 

The audit said deposits 
should be made intact, but 
noted that they were not made 
intact on a daily basis and said 
that checks received from a 
current day’s transactions are 
sometimes cashed out of the 
prior day’s bank deposit. It 
also said that employees do 
this because there is an inad- 
equate amount of cash on 
hand to make change, and as a 
result the total deposit match- 
es the daily checkout sheet, 
but the actual breakdown of 
cash, coins and checks doesn’t 
agree to the daily checkout 
sheet. 

“Deposits should reflect 
the same amount of cash and 
checks that were collected 
during a day’s transactions,” 
the audit said. “These current 
practices leave receipts vul- 
nerable to misappropriation or 
theft and can result in unde- 
posited receipts. We recom- 
mend that each drawer begin 



the day with an adequate 
amount of small bills and 
coins for change. Each Depu- 
ty Clerk should monitor their 
drawer throughout the day 
and when a shortage of small 
bills and or coins is noticed, 
an employee should go to the 
bank in order to exchange 
larger bills received through- 
out the day for smaller bills 
and coins.” 

“Deposits are now made 
intact based upon cash and 
checks received through daily 
financial transactions,” Mills 
said in response to the find- 
ings and recommendations by 
the auditor. “The deposits 
match the daily checkout 
sheet totals for both cash and 
checks received.” 

Auditors said invoices 
should be stamped paid or 
otherwise effectively can- 
celled to show payment. Dur- 
ing their audit, auditors 
observed copies of checks 
stapled to their respective 
invoices, but that they weren’t 
always stamped paid or can- 
celled to show payment, 
according to the report. 

Mills responded, “All paid 
invoices are now stapled to 
copies of checks and the 
invoices are stamped ‘paid’ 
and include the date paid and 
the check number.” 

The audit also recom- 
mended that Mills improve 
payroll procedures by having 
each employee and a supervi- 
sory employee sign complet- 
ed time cards indicating that 
the time cards have been 
reviewed for accuracy and 
time worked was approved. 

“Time cards are now 
signed by employees,” Mills

nity Center (MCC) and the 
Housing Authority of Martin 
(HAM). To conceal the 
scheme, the defendants alleg- 
edly arranged for the checks 
to be made payable to Hal- 
bert’s son, Jeremy Pack, the 
indictment says. 

The indictment alleges 
that during the period of Jan. 
1 , 2008 , through Jan. 1 , 2009; 
Jan. 1, 2009, through Jan. 1, 
2010; Jan. 1, 2010, through 
Jan. 1, 2011; Jan. 1, 2011, 
through Jan. 1, 2012, and Jan. 
1, 2012, through Jan. 1,2013, 
Robinson, Whicker and Hal- 
bert received more than 
$10,000 in federal funds dur- 
ing the 12-month period, 
obtained by fraud; without 
authority converted to the use 
of a person other than the 
rightful owner; and intention- 
ally misapplied the money 
covering the paychecks from 
the Martin Community Cen- 
ter to Pack, valued at more 
than $5,000, which was under 
the care, custody and control 
of the city, the housing author- 
ity and the community center. 

The indictment also 
alleges that from 2006 
through Jan. 1 , 2013, Halbert, 
aided and abetted by Robin- 
son, Whicker and Clouse, 
willfully and knowingly 
received, concealed and 
retained stolen property of the 
SSA, in an amount to which 
she knew she was not entitled 
with an approximate value of 
$72,000, with intent to con- 
vert the money to her own use 
while knowing it had been 
stolen. 

In addition, the indictment 



alleges that from 2006 to 
2013, Halbert, having knowl- 
edge of the occurrence of an 
event affecting her initial and 
continued right to Social 
Security payments, concealed 
and failed to disclose her 
employment and earned 
income with intent to fraudu- 
lently secure payment in a 
greater amount than due. 

The indictment also 
alleges that Halbert, aided and 
abetted by Robinson, Whick- 
er and Clouse, knowingly 
used, without authority, 
means of identification of 
other persons — Pack’s name, 
address. Social Security num- 
ber and date of birth. 

There is also a forfeiture 
allegation in the indictment 
that says Robinson, Whicker 
and Halbert shall forfeit to the 
United States all property, 
real and personal, which con- 
stitutes or is derived from 
proceeds traceable to the vio- 
lations but not limited to a 
money judgment in a sum 
equal to the gross proceeds in 
aggregate obtained by the 
defendants as the result of the 
violations. 

Halbert’s attorney, 
Michael Pack of Pikeville, 
filed a motion Thursday for 
rearraignment, saying that 
Halbert received a written 
plea agreement from federal 
prosecutors Feb. 2 and that he 
met with Halbert Feb. 11 to 
discuss the deal. 

Terms of the agreement 
have not been disclosed. 

U.S. Magistrate Edward 
B. Atkins granted the motion 
and set Friday, Feb. 21 , as the 
rearraignment date. 

The remaining defendants 



are scheduled to go on trial 
Monday in U.S. District Court 
at Pikeville.

In a press release, the com- 
pany announced that it 
reduced production, and lost 
jobs by support staff was 
effective Feb. 7.

said in response to the recom- 
mendation. “The county clerk 
reviews and approves each 
time card. The bookkeeper 
prepares payroll documents to 
be submitted for payment and 
the county clerk signs the doc- 
uments before submission.” 
The audit noted that Mills’ 
2012 fee account has unde- 
posited cash receipts totaling 
$16,576 for Jan. 9, 2012; Feb. 
7, 2012, $5,435; Apr. 28, 
2012, $3,487; May 9, 2012, 
$223; May 12, 2012, $882; 
July 3, 2012, $296; and July 
14, 2012, $673. 

“Our review found four 
checks , which were originally 
listed on the January 9, 2012, 
daily checkout sheet, were 
actually deposited at later 
dates to cover shortages for 
those daily deposits,” the 
audit said. “Also, we found a 
deposit made on April 17, 
20 1 2 , in the amount of $5 ,435 . 
This deposit was presented as 
reimbursement of the unde- 
posited receipts on February 
7, 2012. However, we 

obtained the deposit detail 
from the bank and determined 
the deposit actually consisted 
of $4,070 of delinquent tax 
receipts for April 12, 2012, a 
$1 ,362 License fee receipt for 
April 16, 2012 business and 
$3 in cash that was used to 
cover the remaining deposit; 
therefore no reimbursement 
was actually made.” 

The audit recommended 
that Mills immediately imple- 
ment controls and oversight 
over the financial activities of 



her office to ensure errors are 
prevented or detected in a 
timely manner. 

The audit also said the 
matter was stated in the calen- 
dar year 2011 audit report and 
as a subsequent event is being 
brought forward for the 2012 
audit report. 

“This matter has been 
referred to the Kentucky State 
Police for further investiga- 
tion,” the audit report said. 

Mills said she will “ran- 
domly and routinely review 
daily deposits and collection 
reports.” 

The audit also said the 
county clerk should eliminate 
a deficit in the 2012 fee 
account. 

“The County Clerk has a 
deficit of $25,297 in her fee 
account as of December 31, 
2012 resulting from expendi- 
tures exceeding receipts,’ the 
audit said. “To eliminate the 
deficit, the Clerk should per- 
sonally deposit $16,576 for 
the undeposited cash receipts, 
$2,682 for disallowed expen- 
ditures, and $6,039 in delin- 
quent taxes. We recommend 
the County Clerk deposit per- 
sonal funds of $25,297 to 
cover the known deficit in her 
2012 fee account, and then 
pay all liabilities still out- 
standing. We also recommend 
the County Clerk take imme- 
diate steps to ensure all funds 
received by her office are 
deposited into her official 
account timely and that all 
liabilities resulting from offi- 
cial operations are reported 



properly and paid promptly.” 

In response to the recom- 
mendation, Mills said that on 
Oct. 24, 2013, a personal 
check in the amount of 
$25,297 was deposited into 
the 2012 fee account to cover 
the known deficit. On Oct. 
28-29, 2013, checks were pre- 
pared and remitted to pay all 
outstanding liabilities, the 
report said.

A World War II Army vet- 
eran, Brugh coached the 
Paintsville golf team to a state 
championship in 1958. 

The versatile Brugh, who 
played college football at The 
Citadel, also had coaching 
stints in track, baseball and 
basketball. As a college foot- 



ball player at The Citadel 
from 1947-50, Brugh was 
voted “best tackier on The 
Citadel football team” after 
the 1950 spring practice. 

The legendary Brugh’s 
motto was: “The strength of 
our country is shaping a 
young person’s character 
through sincere coaching and 
direction. Football teaches 
boys to become men, teaches 
self-confidence, discipline, 
good attitude, character, dedi- 
cation, movability, strength, 
and the will to excel. Coach- 
ing merely implements tech- 



niques utilizing talents in an 
honest effort to win.” 

Funeral services for Brugh 
were held Saturday in the 
Paintsville High School gym- 
nasium. 

He is survived by two 
sons, Jim Brugh of Prai- 
rie ville, La., and Mike Brugh 
of Mobile, Ala.; two daugh- 
ters, Chandra Alfaro of Sara- 
sota, Fla., and Beth Slone of 
Van Lear; and four grandchil- 
dren.

Judge asks federal government for its views 
on law concerning workers who disclose fraud 



Officials announce 
‘Appalachia Proud’

PIKEVILLE - A judge 
has asked the federal govern- 
ment for its views on a federal 
law concerning federal 
employees who disclose gov- 
ernment fraud. 

The request came last 
Wednesday in an order entered 
by U.S . District Judge Amul R. 
Thapar, who is presiding over 
a federal whistleblower law- 
suit that alleges a Eloyd Coun- 
ty attorney and a retired 
administrative law Judge 
defrauded the Social Security 
Administration of millions of 
dollars in unjustified disability 
claims. 

Attorney Eric C. Conn, for- 
mer Judge David B . Daugherty 
and three doctors named in the 
suit have filed motions to dis- 
miss the complaint, which was 
filed by SSA employee Sarah 
Carver and former SSA 
employee Jennifer Griffith. 



Among other arguments, 
the defendants say Carver and 
Griffith didn’t have a legal 
standing to bring the whistle- 
blower suit, which was origi- 
nally filed under seal, because 
the allegations had previously 
been reported in The Wall 
Street Journal and investigated 
by a Senate committee. 

In his order Monday, 
Thapar said the case “presents 
a difficult question of statutory 
interpretation.” 

“When, if ever, can a fed- 
eral employee make a ‘volun- 
tary’ disclosure of fraud under 
the Ealse Claims Act?” Thapar 
said. “The Act’s so-called 
‘public disclosure bar . . . 
requires the Court to dismiss 
any action based on publicly 
disclosed information. The Act 
defines ‘original source’ to 
mean, in part, ‘an individual 
who . . . prior to a [public 
disclosure] , has voluntarily 
disclosed to the Government 
the information on which alle- 
gations or transactions in a 



claim are based. Courts gener- 
ally agree that a government 
employee who is ‘employed 
specifically to disclose fraud’ 
cannot disclose such fraud 
‘voluntarily.’ . . .But courts 
have avoided a related ques- 
tion: Whether the general obli- 
gation of all federal employees 
to disclose fraud means that no 
federal employee can make a 
disclosure of fraud ‘voluntari- 
ly.’” 

Thapar asks the federal 
government to file a brief 
explaining its views on the fol- 
lowing questions: Can a fed- 
eral employee ever “voluntari- 
ly” disclose fraud within the 
meaning of the law and “If so, 
under what circumstances?” 

The government’s answer 
is due by March 12. 

Conn and Daugherty were 
named in the initial lawsuit, 
which has been amended twice 
to include additional allega- 
tions. The second amended 
complaint added Drs. Srinivas 
Ammisetty and David R Herr, 



both physicians, and psycholo- 
gist Bradley Adkins as defen- 
dants. 

The lawsuit claims that 
Conn, “with the cooperation of 
Defendants Herr, Adkins, and 
Ammisetty, created and pre- 
sented false medical documen- 
tation; and, Daugherty, after 
conducting sham proceedings, 
granted representative fees to 
Conn and disability benefits to 
Conn’s clients.” 

“The fraudulent scheme 
resulted in the Social Security 
Administration paying mil- 
lions of dollars in fraudulent 
representatives’ fees to Conn, 
and many times that amount in 
fraudulent benefits to those of 
Conn’s clients who were not 
entitled to them,” the com- 
plaint alleges. 

All defendants want the 
case thrown out.

Agriculture Commissioner 
James Comer, alongside U.S.

Mitch McConnell and U.S. Sen. 
Rand Paul launched a new Ken- 
tucky Proud brand designed to 
revitalize the Eastern Kentucky 
economy through agriculture. 

In an event Monday at the 
Knott County Sportsplex, the 
officials unveiled “Appalachia 
Proud: Mountains of Potential,” 
a trademarked brand that desig- 
nates Kentucky Proud products 
made by producers in 37 East- 
ern Kentuckian counties. The 
program includes a set of spe- 
cific, measurable recommenda- 
tions for using agriculture to 
spur economic development 
and educational achievement in 
the region. 

At the event. Comer issued 
a report containing the recom- 
mendations and a summary of 
agricultural activity in each of 
the 37 counties, including Law- 
rence, Johnson, Eloyd and Mar- 
tin. 

Summaries of those local 
counties are: 

• Lawrence County: Had 
farm cash receipts of $1,773 
million in 2010, which is the 
most recent year that such infor- 
mation is available; the local 
extension service hosted the 
Heritage Harvest Tour, which 
was a driving tour of farms and 
other agriculture-related attrac- 
tions, in September; and Law- 
rence County High School has a 
Euture Earmers of America 
chapter. 

• Johnson County: Had farm 
cash receipts of $689,000 in 
2010; has a stockyard at Staf- 
fordsville; and Johnson Central 
High School has an EEA chap- 
ter. 

• Royd County: Had farm 

cash receipt of $581,000 in 
2010; and Dwight Slone of Pre- 
stonsburg exhibited the highest- 
weight pumpkin — 1 ,034 

pounds — at the 2013 Ken- 
tucky State Pair. 

• Martin County: Had farm 
cash receipts of $191,000 in 
2010; the average farm is 365 
acres, which is more than twice 
the average size statewide; live- 
stock and poultry products 



make up 92 percent of the total 
market value of agriculture 
products sold in the county; and 
the average Martin County 
farmer is 47 years of age, com- 
pared with the national average 
of 57. 

The recommendations in the 
report include: 

• Executing a creative and 
comprehensive marketing strat- 
egy to battle inaccurate stereo- 
types, highlight success stories 
in the region, and grow the 
agricultural economy. 

• Supporting the Economic 
Preedom Zones Act of 2013, 
sponsored by Sens. McConnell 
and Paul, which would revital- 
ize struggling economies in 
Eastern Kentucky and else- 
where across the United States 
by lowering taxes, enhancing 
education, reducing regulatory 
burdens, and encouraging char- 
itable giving; 

• Helping colleges and uni- 
versities develop niche products 
that can succeed in Eastern 
Kentucky; activating PEA chap- 
ters in every school district in 
the region; creating a new 
mobile science activity center 
dedicated to Appalachia; and 
launching industrial hemp pilot 
projects at Eastern Kentucky 
University as well as Kentucky 
State University, the University 
of Louisville, Murray State 
University, and the University 
of Kentucky; 

• Creating an Appalachian 
Wildlife Center, recruiting col- 
leges and universities to join the 
Kentucky Proud Parm to Cam- 
pus Program, and encouraging 
Eastern Kentucky schools to 
join the Kentucky Proud Parm 
to School Program; and 

• Seeking legislation to 
return 100 percent of coal sev- 
erance tax dollars to coal-pro- 
ducing counties, and dedicating 
15 percent of those funds to 
agricultural development.

LOUISA - The Lawrence 
County Board of Education wiU 
be searching for a new superin- 
tendent following last week’s 
announcement that Mike Arm- 
strong is leaving the position to 
take a job with the Kentucky 
School Boards Association 
(KSBA). 

Armstrong’s new position 
as KSBA executive director is 
effective July 1 . 

Armstrong signed a four- 
year contract at a starting salary 
of $125,000 in addition to all 
benefits available to other 
employees of the nonprofit 
association. 

The KSBA said that Arm- 
strong, of Louisa, was chosen 
unanimously by the KSBA 
Board of Directors to become 
the next executive director of 
the 7 8 -year-old organization, 
which has a membership of 173 
pubhc school districts. 

Armstrong, 59, is in his fifth 
year as superintendent of the 
Lawrence County School Dis- 
trict. He has bachelor’s and 
master’s degrees in special edu- 
cation from the University of 
Kentucky and is on track to 
receive his doctorate in educa- 
tion leadership form Morehead 
State University in 2015. 

KSBA President Durward 
Narramore of the Jenkins Inde- 
pendent Board of Education 
said Armstrong’s varied exper- 
tise developed in a 3 3 -year 



career in education and his 
“passion for quality teaching 
and learning sold the associa- 
tion’s 27-member board.” 

“Mike’s resume is impres- 
sive from his beginning as a 
special education teacher to his 
development as a principal, 
administrator with the Ken- 
tucky and Ohio departments of 
education and his work leading 
the Lawrence County system,” 
Narramore said. “He also 
brings to our management team 
the background of an elected 
official (former city councilman 
and mayor of Louisa) and lead- 
ership roles in such organiza- 
tions as the Lawrence County 
Education Association, Ken- 
tucky Association of School 
Superintendents, Kentucky 
Council for Exceptional Chil- 
dren and the National Associa- 
tion of State Directors of Spe- 
cial Education. In short, KSBA 
is gaining a chief administrator 
of tremendous past practice and 
just as promising potential to 
grow our organization’s servic- 
es to local school leaders.” 

Armstrong received his sec- 
ond four-year superintendent’s 
contract from the Lawrence 
County Board of Education in 
2013.

He spent a year as a 
consultant to the Supreme Edu- 
cation Council in the Arab 
emirate of Qatar, helping that 
nation’s schools develop class- 
room services to students with 
disabilities. 

Armstrong, said he felt all 
of his career work to this point 
will aid him in the responsibili- 
ties to lead a statewide service 
and advocacy organization. 

“This is a special opportu- 
nity for me because KSBA is so 
well respected for its high-qual- 
ity services and the team of 
outstanding professionals who 
are available around the clock, 
not just to school board mem- 
bers and superintendents, but 
also to other district leaders and 
education partners in other 
organizations,” Armstrong said 
in the press release.

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The real reason 
your cable bill is so 
high - and what 
you can do about it

Who doesn’t think their 
Internet and cable bills are 
too high? For years now, 
I’ve been tracking the sto- 
ries asking why we in the 
U.S. seem to be perennial 
sufferers of a certain 
chronic syndrome: Bills 
too high, Internet speed too 
slow. 

There are a quite a few 
studies that show the Unit- 
ed States has the slowest 
Internet speeds in the 
developed world - and also 
the highest bills. The diver- 
gence is amazing. Com- 
pared to France, the UK 
and South Korea, we have 
speeds four times as slow 
and we pay three or four 
times as much. 

Is this comparison fair? 
One thing to remember - 
the U.S. is a very big coun- 
try with a lot of ground to 
cover. We live spread out, 
and I can see how that 
might drive up costs. 
(That’s not an excuse in big 
cities, though.) 

This topic springs to 
mind from two news items, 
one you might have heard 
about - and one you might 
not have. The big news: 
Comcast is taking over 
Time Warner Cable, creat- 
ing by far the country’s 
largest cable and internet 
provider. The company is 
marshalling an army of 
lobbyists in D.C. to get the 
deal past federal regula- 
tors. 

The smaller news: 
Recent legislative moves 
on the state level. Legisla- 
tors in Utah and Kansas 
have put forward bills that 
would make it difficult for 
cities to run their own 
broadband networks. 
These prohibitions are 
much favored by big cable 
operators, like Comcast 
and Time Warner cable; 
there are already more than 
a dozen states that have 
such restrictions. 

What unites these two 
stories is this fact: The real 
problem with the quality of 
our internet services is that 
too many cities have 
already given Internet pro- 
viders monopoly access - 
and make it extremely dif- 
ficult for competitors to 
come in and lay cable to 
compete. Satellite is argu- 
ably a better service than 
cable (it’s growing, even as 
cable use is falling); but 
satellite providers can’t 
provide bundled internet. 
And the one internet ser- 
vice on the ground than can 
compete with cable is gen- 
erally a variant of DSL - 
but that has inferior speeds 
to cable. 

The result is what gen- 
erally happens when pri- 
vate companies have a 
monopoly and consumers 
have nowhere else to go: 
High prices and poor cus- 
tomer service. That’s why 
so many cable customers 
give their local cablecos 
low marks. If you want to 
see how your provider 
compares in terms of cus- 
tomer service, click here. 

Back to the issue of 
municipal cable: When cit- 
ies do create their own 
municipal Internet net- 
works, prices from the 
commercial outfits come 
down - as they would when 
faced with any other com- 
petition. The higher speeds 
and cheaper prices also 
attract business. One Ten- 
nessee businessman found 
service “eight or ten times 
cheaper” in Chattanooga 
after that city created a 
strong municipal Internet 
network. 

In another develop- 
ment, Google partnered 
with three U.S. cities to 
create so-called gigabit 
networks . (The company 
says that’s 100 times faster 
than what most Americans 
have.) Google worked pro- 
ductively with the city 
governments in Austin, 
Texas; Provo, Utah; and

In addition, Thompson 
holds two associate degrees in 
applied science, one from the 
University of Kentucky and 
one from Big Sandy Commu- 
nity and Technical College;
